The scene reproduced by the artist was suggested by Racine’s tragedy. Baja- 
zet was brother of Amurat, fourth Sultan of the Turkish Empire, who ascended the 
throne 1623. This sovereign hail designated from among his wives Roxana to 
l>car the title of Sultana. This lady forgot the debt of gratitude she owed to him who 
had preferred her to her rivals, in abandoning herself without scruples to the pas- 
sion she felt awakening in her heart for Bajazet. She was in possession of an 
order for his death, that Amurat had confided to her prior to his departure for the 
Conquest of Babylonia. Roxana did not long hide from the knowledge of this prince 
the power with which she was clothed, and, furthermore, offered to aid him to usurp 
the throne, if he would put himself at the head of a revolt which would result in the 
death of Amurat, on condition he would marry her. Bajazet had long loved Attalida, 
his cousin, an obscure personage at the imperial court. Roxana,' annoyed by the 
repeated refusals of Bajazet, ordered his assassination; she herself was soon put to 
death by a messenger sent by Amurat. who had been secretly informed of her pro- 
jects of treason toward her master.
